Twenty -nine  seamen  were  free  to- 
night on  ball  of  $100  each  after  a 
court  appearance  In  which  they 
were  charged  with  refusing  to  obey 
officers’  orders. 

The  men,  members  of  the  striking 
Canadian  Seamen's  Union  iTIC.i, 
were  taken  Into  police  custody  early 
today  as  they  marched  down  the 
gangplanks  of  the  strike-bound  Ss 
Islandside  and  6s.  Rockstde. 

The  surrender  to  the  police  was 
arranged  Tuesday  night  when  war- 
rants were  screed  by  Police  Chief 
Walter  Mulligan  and  a squad  of  12 
men  at  the  dockside.

ublic  Men  in  runic  Say  Queer  Things 


PUBLIC  men  in  panic  say  some  queer 
things,  but  It  is  surely  taking  the  pro- 
verbial cake  in  large  quantities  to 
imply  that  the  press  of  this  city  has  manu- 
factured the  delays  and  bottlenecks  that 
have  been  the  outstanding  feature  of  the 
Memorial  Arena  project.  If  anyone  at  the 
City  Hall,  or  connected  with  the  arena  con- 
struction, really  believes  the  public  will  be 
deceived  by  that  red  herring  at  this  stage  of 
the  proceedings,  such  naivete  may  account 
for  much  that  has- happened. 

Put  quite  blunHf,  the  arena  project  has 
been  an  appalling  experience  fr?r  Victorians. 
Had  the  press  printed  all  that  has  been  said 
by  irate  taxpayers  who  are  footing  the 
$1,000,000  bill  for  Ihls  example  of  indiffer- 
ent planning.  It  would  have  been  hard  put 
to  find  words  In  the  dictionary  to  meet  the 
situation.  * 

The  arena  is  not  a secret  enterprise.  The 
facts  about  it  have  stared  Victorians  in  the 
face  for  several  years  now.  as  Visible  as  the 
concrete  roof  that  Is  the  source  of  the  latest 
construction  crisis.  That  these  facts  htfve 


so  often  been  unpalatable  can  be  traced  to 
the  City  Hall  or  its  agencies;  certainly  to 
nowhere  else. 

The  informal  inquiry  held  in  the  Mayor's 
office  this  week  did  nothing  Urvlarify  mat- 
ters. no  more  than  did  the  public  inquiry 
held  a year  ago.  There  Is  still  the  same 
puzzlement  about  responsibility,  the  same 
passing  the  buck,  the  same  lack  of  precision, 
the  same  confusion.  No  one  knows  when 
the  arena  will  be  finished;  No  one  knows 
for  certain  what*  to  do  about  loose  celling 
sheets,  ffhe  council  Is  still  waltfcpg  for  re- 
ports. Additional  advice  Is  again  being 
sought.  Yet  the  Mayor  talks  about  "propa- 
ganda!" 

In  pojjit  of  actual  fact  the  only  worth- 
while remark  to  come  out  of  this  latest 
arena  post-mortem  concerned  Alderman 
* Williams'  belief  that  the  public  should  not 
be  allowed  into  the  building  until  the  ceil- 
ing was  made  secure  beyond  all  shadow  of 
doubt.  That  had  better  be  so  lest  calamity 
be  added  to  confusion.  * 


How  to  Ruin  Victoria's  Tourist  Trade 


OF  all  suggestions  advanced  in  recent 
weeks  to  increase  the  city's  revenues, 
perhaps  none  is  more  absurd  than  the 
dollar  tax  on  visiting  automobiles  recom- 
mended by  the  Grater  Victoria  Property 
Owners'  Association;.?*" In  a day  when  the 
imposition  of  tolls  has  passed  into  almost 
total  disuse,  the  association  would  have 
Victoria  go  back  to  an  archaic  system  that 
really  would  make  the  city  a "little  bit  of 
Old  England" — the  old  England  of  the 
Rebecca  Riots  a century  ago. 

The  association  naively  claims  that  tolls 
on  outside  cars  would  not  harm  the  tourist 
trade.  If  it  wants  to  reduce  that  trade  to  a 
mere  trickle  it  could  propose  no  quicker 
way  of  doing  It.  Nothing  Infuriates  the 
tourist  more  than  a feeling  that  he  is  being 
put  upon  everywhere  simply  because  he  is 


a tourist.  One  cjin  well  jmafcine  the  stories 
about  Victoria  that  would  be  taken  back 
home  by  travelers  who  had  to  pass  through 
toll  gates  and  pay  a dollar  to  get  into  the 
place.  * 

If  Victoria' wm  to  exact  tolls,  why  not 
Duncan.  Ladysmith,  Nanaimo, Cumberland, 
Courtenay,  the  Albernis  and  all  the  district 
and  village  municipalities  of  the  Island  as 
well?  Why  not  make  sure  the  goose  Is  killed 
and  not  just  wounded? 

The  way  to  promote  tourist  trade  is  to 
make  movement  as  free  as  possible;  the  way 
to  ruin  it  is  to  subject  the  visitor  to  petty 
Ouisances,  of  which  things  like  ticket  gates 
for  dollar  tolls  would  be  among  the  worst. 
The  City  Council  it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  treat 
this  suggestion  as  It  deserves. 


Secession  in  Saanich  Still  a Knotty  Problem 


WHILE  Ward  Six  ratepayers  may  not 
be  happy  o\er  the  thumbs-down 
gesture  of  8aanich  Council,  that 
body  has  come  off  the  fence  at  last  and 
made  a positive  pronouheement  on  the  sub- 
ject of  secession.  It  has  refused  to  endorse 
a motion  favoring  the  secessionists  or  any 
other  group  that  wants  to  break  away 
from  The  municipality.  Tacitly  at  least 
that  might  mean  it  Is  opposed  to  the  am- 
bitions ot  Ward  Six. 

This  Is  the  construction  liable  to  be  put  on 
the  council’s  action  by  Municipal  Affairs 
Minister  MacDonald,  who  in  seeking  an  ex- 
pression of  municipal  opirilon  hinted  that 
if  it  were  unfavorable  nothing  wq^ld  be 
done  about  the  petition  laid  before  "him  for 
attention.  On  the  other  hand,  Reeve  War- 


ren made  clear  his  belief  that  the  Saanich 
Relief  Act  deprived  the  council  of  power  to 
grant  secession,  and  once  more  contended 
It  was  a matter  purely  for  the  minister’s 
discretion. 

Quite  possibly  this  may  leave  the  situa- 
tion where  it  has  been  for  several  years, 
unless  the  mlnistex  can  be  induced  to  the 
type  of  independent  action  seemingly  per- 
missible under  the  Saanich  Relief  Act.  The 
Ward  8 lx  secessionists  again  announce 
their  intention  of  carrying  the  fight  to  his 
doorstep,  where  they  have  been  before  with- 
out success.  Their  pleas  have  the  merit  of 
statute  backing,  evep  if  Mr.  MacDonald  has 
hitherto  been  indisposed  to  acknowledge 
that  virtue.

Str, — Last  month  a Pound  Area  was  advertised 
for  Metchoaln  and  Albert  Head  districts.  8!nce 
eight  proprietors  within  the  area  have  made  ob- 
jection to  the  Minister  concerned  It  must  now 

•some  to  a registered  vote. 

Only  resident  proprietors  may  vote  for  the 
Pound.  That  means  that  a person  must  live  on 
the  land  that  he  owns  or  rente  In  order  to 
qualify;  people  living  In  apartments  or  the  like 
win  not  be  entitled  to  vote.  All  animals  win  have 
to  be  kept  under  fence  instead  of  ranging  at 
large  under  the  present  law.  However,  should  .an 
animal  stray  Into  the  dree  and  damage  your 
garden,  then  you  may  drive  or  eonwy  It  to  the 
Pownd.  The  owner  will  then  have  to  pay  certain 
Teee  to  haw  N released  If  the  animal  ta  cm  the

highway,  then  any  proprietor  or  the  pound- 
* keeper  may  take  It  to  the  Pound.  Under  the 
Pound  law.  and  under  the  present  Range  law. 
no  one  may  claim  damages  against  livestock  un- 
less they  have  breached  a legal  fence.  8o  people 
who  grow  gardens  will  still  have  to  protect  them 
against  animals  that  might  occasionally  get  at 
lArge  In  the  area. 

I would  like  to  draw  attention  also  to  the  area 
which  the  proposed  Pound  law  to  to  cover.  It 
Includes  about  four  thousand  acres  of  Moun- 
tainous country  lying  on.  the  west  and  south 
boundaries  of  Metchosln,  where  scattered 
settlers  own  from  two  to  six  hundred  acres 
Apiece.  This  wild  land  Is  only  good  for  ranging 
sheep  and  cattle  on  and  Is  not  worth  fencing.  It 
never  should  have  been  Included  As  production 
will  be  gTeatly  reduced  If  Pound  law  comes  in,  a 
much  smaller  area,  protecting  the  residential 
part.  Is  all  that  Is  required. 

I am  told  that  a band  of  roving  horses  has  pre- 
cipitated this  vote,  and  as  Pound  law  Includes 
all  grazing  animals,  why  not,  in  the  Interests  of 
agriculture,  have  the  Pound  Act  amended  to  In- 
clude these  animals  separately  or  collectively  as 
the  case  may  be.  Hundreds  of  sheep  now  grazing 
In  this  area  may  have  to  be  sold  as  a result,  and 
fire  hazard  and  growth  of  broom  will  take  their 
place.  * 

However,  should  Pound  law  npt  be  granted  this 
time,  then  the  committee  will  have  to  propose 
a new  and  smaller  area  and  take  another  vote.

Thinking  Aloud  Prolonging  the  Austerity

JUST  the  other  day  at  a New  York 
auction  sale  a retired  Cuban  busi- 
nessman* bought  a leather-bound  copy 
of  the  Gettysburg  Address  In  Abraham 
Lincoln’s  own  handwriting.  It  cost 
him  $54,000. 

In  all  Lincoln  made  autograph 
copies  of  his  famous  speech.  This 
copy,  s&ld  to  be  the  fifthj! draft,  may 
have  been  the  one  given  to  Oeorge 
Bancroft,  the  Amfrlcan  historian. 

Lincoln’s . Gettysburg  Address  IS  one 
of  the  world’s  great  documents,  In  the 
line  of  succession  from  the  Magna 
Carta  to  the  United  Nations  Charter. 
Yet  It  was  posterity  that  sensed  the 
trenchant  import  of  this  268 -word 
statement  postulating  the  equality  of 
man  and  his  right  to  democratic  gov- 
ernment. 

Greatness  Is  not  always  recognized 
In  Its  day.  and  Lincoln’s  own  stature 
grew  afterwards  In  like  manner  to  the 
words  uttered  that  day  In  November, 
1863. 

It  was  a notable  occasion  In  Ameri- 
can history.  Four  months  earlier 
Meade  had  defeated  Robert  E.  Lee  in 
what  was  the  turning-point'  of  the 
Civil  War,  and  a national  cemetery 
was  being  laid,  out  on  the  Gettysburg 
battlefield.  The  graves  of  Union 
soldiers  oounted  up  to  3,747.  Official 
America  had  gathered  for  the  dedi- 
cation. 

NOT  "THE"  SPEECH 

As  president.  Lincoln  had  a part  In 
the  ceremonies,  but  not  the  leading 
part.  His  memorable  address  was  not. 
“the"  speech  of  the  day;  at  least  It  was 
not  meant  to  be  although  tto  world 
has  since  corrected  the  Judgment  of 
his  contemporaries.  A famous  orator 
of  the  time,  Edward  Everett,  was  the 
man  selected  to  speak  for  the  Union 
In  honor  of  its  war  dead.  His  was  the 
speech,  flowery  endlong,  that,  drew  the 
applause  of  the  multitude  and  the 
encomiums  of  the  press.  It. has  long 
since  been  forgotten. 

Instead  It  to  the  short  comment  of 
Lincoln,  voiced  merely  as  a presiden- 
tial participation  In  a national  cere- 
mony, that  to  regarded  as  one  of  the 
Jewels  of  English  prose.  The  editors 
of  hto  day  failed  to  not*  Its  signi- 
ficance; they  dismissed  it  scantily  in 
their  page*  There  are  Veopl#  In 
Europe  at  this  moment  who  would 
sense  its  powerful  promise  were  they 
to  hear  Lincoln's  words  given  voice  as 
Charles  Laughton  voiced  them  years 
ago  In  a motion  picture.  "Ruggles  of 
Red  Oap."  Laughton  stilled  film  audi- 
ences by  a sincerity  worthy  of  the  man 
who  wrote  this  charter  for  humanity. 

GETTYSBURG  ADDRESS 
Here  to  tfce  Gettysburg  Addres*. 
Abraham  Llneoln  speaking: 

Four  score  and  seven  years  ago  our 
fathers  brought  forth  on  this  conti- 
nent a new  nation,  conceived  in  liberty 
and  dedicated  to  the  proposition  that 
all  men  are  created  equal. 

Now  w#  are  engaged  in  a great 
civil  war.  testing  whetherAhat  nation 
or  any  nation  ao  conceived  and  so 
dedicated  can  long  endure.  We  are 
met  on  a gTeat  battlefield  of  that  war. 

We  have  come  to  dedicate  a portion 
of  that  field,  aa  a final  resting-place 
of  thoee  who  here  gave  their  lives 
that  that  nation  might  live.  It  to 
altogether  fitting  and  proper  that  we 
should  do  this. 

But,  in  a larger  sense,  we  cannot  • 
dedicate — we  cannot  consecrate — we 
cannot  hallow — this  ground.  The 
brave  men.  living  and  dead,  who 
' straggled  here,  have  consecrated  tt, 
far  above  qpr  poor  power  to  add  or 
detract.  The  world  will  little  note, 
nor  long  remember,  what  we  eay 
here,  but  it  can  never  forget  what 
they  did  here.  It  is  for  ua  the  living, 
rather,  to  he  dedicated  here  to  the 
unfinished  work  which  they  who 
fought  her#  have  thus  far  ao  nobly 
advanced  It  to  rather  for  us  to  be 
here  dedicated  to  the  great  task 
remaining  before  ua— that  from  these 
honored  deed  we  take  Increased  devo- 
tion »o  that  cause  for  which  they  gave 
the  tost  full  measure  of  devotion — 
that  we  here  highly  resolve  that  these 
dead  ahaB  not  have  died  in  vain— that 
thie  nation,  under  God.  shall  hava  a 
new  birth  of  freedom  — and  that 
government  of  the  people,  by  the 
people,  for  the  people  shall  not  perish 
from  the  earth. 

In  the  Gettysburg  cemetery  a monu- 
ment now  marks  the  spot  where 
Lincoln  stood  ota  that  day  In  Novem- 
ber. 1863.  HU  words  are  enshrined  by 
hto  country  alongside  the  Declaration 
of  Independence,  but  the  Gettysburg 
Address  belongs  to  the  world.

LONDON  — England  Is  In  for  some 
dark  days  before  she  can  hope  for 
permanent  Improvement  ift  her  eco- 
nomic situation.  Tills  Is  the  opinion  of 
almost  every  political  and  Industrial 
leader  with  whom  I have  talked.  Both 
Socialists  and  Conservative*  agree 
that  the  next  two  years,  at  least,  are 
going  to  be  Lough.  Only  by  tighten^* 
Its  belt  another  nptch  will  England** 
able  to  come  through. 

The  reason*  for  the  drab  outlook  are 
twofold:  ^ 

1.  The  English  are  meeting  stiff 
competition  In  export  markets  for  the 
first  time  since  the  war.  Up  until  two 
months- ago  there  was  a ready  buyer 
for  everything  England  offered  for  ex- 
port. The  markets  arc  still  there  but 
now  there  also  are  many  new  sellers. 
Even  within  her  owp  Commonwealth, 
England  Is  finding  buyer  resistance. 
The  Union  of  South  Africa  has  Just  set 
up  restrictions  that  may  cost  England 
as  much  as  $240,000,000  in  exports  next 
year.  New  production  has  been  de- 
veloped all  over  the  world  during  the 
last  two  years  and  Is  beginning  to 
make  Itself  felt  In  the  general  scram- 
ble for  irade.  All  of  which  means  that 
the  prices  of  English-made  goods  will 
have  to  be  reduced  If  volume  Is  to  be 
maintained. 

2.  The  commitments  of  England 
under  the  North  Atlantic  Pact  will  put 
a new  and  severe  strain  on  the  coun- 
try's domestic  economy.  This  pact  is  a 
military  alliance.  The  British  have 
tlken  the.  lead  in  getting  other  West- 
ern EurojJban  countries  ke  Join.  It  ap- 
pears to  be  the  only  device  available 
for  these  countries  to  check  Russia  and 
maintain  peace  In  the  Atlantic  area 
The  making  of  arms,  munitions,  planes 
and  defence  Items  will  require  labor, 
material  and  transportation  that  oth- 
erwise nfffcht  be  available  for  Industrial 
production  In  clYlUsn  reconstruction, 


The  military  program  definitely  will 
slow  down  economic  recovery  In  Eng- 
land. The  steel  industry,  which  to  *tlU 
In  private  hands,  has  done  a magnifi- 
cent Job  of  expanding  both  plant  capa- 
city and  production.  It  to  ready  In  the 
event  Russia  should  call  for  a show- 
down. 

Competition  in  the  export  markets 
necessitating  lower  prices  and  the  de- 
fence program  under  the  North  Atlan- 
tic Pact  will  operate  against  Improve- 
ment In  living  conditions  In  England 
Wages  will  remain  about -as  they  are. 
8ome  commodity  prices  may  drop 
slightly,  but  the  military* program  will 
call  for  another  increase  In  taxes  No 
matter  how  he  looks  at  It,  the  average 
Englishman  can  see  nothing  except 
more  austerity,  more  regimentation 
and  more  taxes  for  the  next  few  years. 
* * * 

The  only  silver-lined  cloud  In  this 
gloomy  British  iky  to  the  opportunity 
afforded  the  Conservatives  to  win  the 
general  election  In  1950.  If  the  Labor 
Government  cannot  sell  Socialism  to 
England  during  ihe  next  12  months, 
the  Conservatives  probably  will  win 
the  election.  The  Utoplk  which  Labor 
promised  under  Socialism  hasn’t  ar- 
rived and  the  Immediate  prospect  to 
more  austerity  and  more  taxes.  Re- 
cent municipal  elections  show  the 
trend,  even  In  Labor  distrtete,  to  away 
from  the  Socfaltot  regime  and  toward 
the  Conservatives. 

If  the  Conservatives  do  win.  they 
will  be  pledged  not  to  abandon  na- 
tionalization of  transport,  railways, 
medicine  ang  the  mines— but  their 
victory  doubtless  will  result  In  Indefi- 
nite postponement  of  nationalization 
of  Insurance  companies,  cement,  steel 
and  sugar,  all  of  which  Labor  has 
promised  to  take  over  if  they  are  re- 
turned to  power.  So  the  ill  wind  of 
Russia's  aggressive  threats  may  blow 
the  radical  phases  of  British  Socialism 
out  to^ea-  and  that.  I feel,  would  be 
a real  break  for  England.
